Lyman Escaped. 


Gives Strange Tale of Yield- 
ing to Prisoner.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] ““Dr. Lyman said he 
had some property in Imperial Valley 
that he said he wanted me to go down 
and take care of after he went back 
from Providence Hospital the jail,” 
admitted Charles M. Courtright, erst- 
while Federal guard, on cross-examin- 
ation today. “He said he would give 
me $25 a week.” Courtright, on trial 
jointly with Dr. John Grant Lyman, 
alleged get-rich-quick-promoter, on a 
charge of conspiracy to effect the es- 
cape of a Federal prisoner, declared 
that Lyman’s promise of employment 
did not have any bearing on his tak- 
ing his prisoner out for an automobile 
ride the night of Sunday, September 
24. 

“I thought it would be all right if 
we got back to the hospital in half an 
hour, and nobody would know,” 
whimpered the witness. Again and 
again his testimony became inaudible, 
while he sniffied and dabbed at his 
thin-featured face with a big handker- 
chief. Meanwhile sthe co-defendant, 
Dr. Lyman stared at him fixedly, with 
an expression of scorn. 

Before Courtright was called to the 
stand by his attorney, three character 
witnesses Were put on. One of these 
was a Berkeley Methodist minister, 
another a San Francisco physician 
and the third a Deputy United States 
Marshal. The two last, it developed, 
had not lived in the community with 
Courtright for more than ten years. 

Courtright, frequently interrupted 
by his own emotion, tried to tell the 
story which, under examination by 
Secret Service Operator Harry Moffit, 
he substituted for his first admittedly 
false statement of the events of that 
Sunday nfght when Lyman fied for the 
North. He told of Lyman’s asking 
him to take him out for an automobile 
ride, begun at 9 o'clock at night. 

OUT FOR A JOY RIDE. . 

“T guess his mind was stronger than 
mine, and I consented,” he said plain- 
tively. Then he went on to tell of be- 
ing taken in the machine to a house 
at Sixth and Clay street.

GUARD LOCKED IN. 

The witness admitted that he re- 
mained there about fifteen minutes, 
telling the woman that he wanted to 


get out. 

“I began speaking pretty loud,” he 
assured the judge and jury. 

At length, he said, the woman 
opened the door so he could see. Then 
he asked other women where the man 
on crutches was, and they told him he 
had gone. 

“I went out in the street and found 
a policeman. I touched him on the 
shoulder and said, ‘Say cop."

Riley, 
gave out the confession of Private 
Michael Quirk. In this confession 
Quirk declared he performed the 
work of dynamiting at the instigation 
of Rev. Mr. Brewer, who sought re- 
venge because he had been court 
martialed and discharged from the 
army for conduct unbecoming an of- 


ficer. 
United States Commissioner Chase 


here today stated that Brewer was be- 
ing beld for United States marshals. 
Mrs. Anna Jordan was arrested in 
‘ Kansas City, following a telegram to 
the police of that city from Commis- 
sioner Chase. 

Quirk. in his confession to Col. 

Riley, said 
he blew up the bridge across the 
Kaw River.

later to address the members of sev- 
‘eral women’s clubs in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
- “T de not believe,” she said last 
‘night, “that it would be going too 
far to say that some of the greatest 
‘artists the world would ever have 
‘produced would come from among 
‘these Indians if only they were given 
‘a little encouragement in this direc- 
“tion. Few know of the talent that 
‘exists among them. They are wonder- 
“ful designers. If they were to be aid- 
‘ed in following their natural bent 
‘they would produce masterpieces in 
“art that weuld startle the world. 
* “I do not think that the United 
‘States government is pursuing the 
“right course in their education. An 
‘Indian carpenter has a hard .time 
competing with a white carpenter. 
*But why make a carpenter of a man 
itwho ts a sculptor? The government 
-is not encouraging these Indians to 
‘accomplish that which is in them. 
Rather, it is discouraging them. 
“Hundreds of Indian girls, many 
whom exce] in artistic work of 
“marvelous expression, are going into 
?Pheenix for employment. To me it 
tgeems crue! These Indians should 
‘mot be taught trades. They are far 
tabove that. They are endowed for 
‘something much- better. Many of 
‘them are remarkable geniuses. Their 
tastes should be cultivated.”

OUR MORE MEN, prominent in labor-union circles, are to be arrest- 

ed for the murder of twenty persons who were slain when the 

Times Building was blown up. Despite the seal of silence that 
James B. and John J. McNamara placed upon their lips regarding their 
accomplices, before they ‘entered San Quentin, an official statement 
came from the District Attorney's office yesterday that the McNamaras 
tried in vain to protect their fellow conspirators. 

One of the men who will be arrested—and it is stated that the 
quartette will be taken probably within ten days—is declared to have 
been the prime mover in the Times Building dynamiting plot. Two of 
the men, and probably one other, are reputed to be members of the San 
Francisco Labor Council. All of them assisted J. B. McNamara in 
various ways, according to the authorities, when he placed the sixteen 
sticks of dynamite which brought death and destruction. 

This announcement came upon the heels of a rumor that the Federal 
grand jury here will return a large batch of indictments within a few 
days against men high in union-labor circles in connection with the 
gigantic dynamite conspiracy, ‘and that it will adjourn at least a week 
sooner than it was first ekpected to.

Traffic Record. 


IMPERIAL IS 
OUT FOR CUT. 


Arguments for Lower Rates 
Are Made Here. 


Railroad Commissioners Hear 
Sides.of Question. 


Comparative. Figures Given 
to State Board. 


Interwoven with a mass of testt- 
mony concerning freight rates, ton- 
nage, tractive power, physical val- 
vation, and a dozen other phases of 
a rate hearing, given before the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners 
yesterday, was the story of a won- 
derful development of territory. It 
was the history of the Impgrial Val- 
ley of California, eight years ago a 
desert, practically without popula- 
tion, now a thriving region with half 
a dugen large towns, many villages, 
and nearly 250,000 acres in cultiva- 

tion. 

With the extension of the Southern 
Pacific inte this desert came popula- 
tion and the remarkable development. 

’ With characteristic acumen the rail- 
road estimated the probable traffic 
and hed fixed the freight rates, which 
have been changed from time to time 
since, when reductions were made to 
changing ‘conditions. 

Evide was introduced yester- 
day by Imperial Valicy shippers at- 
tacking the freight rates, with a re- 
quest for a reduction. The testimony 
included cumparisons of freight rates 
for a similar mileage in this and other 
States, the physical vaivation of the 
line from Los Angeles to Calexico, 
and general conditions in the valley 
with a view of supporting the conten- 
tion of the complainants that the line 
earns a great revenue. 

Freight Traffic Manager H. A. Jones 
attacked the comparisons with the 
statement that no two sections of 
country are alike and that each ter- 
ritory should be treated separately 
on its merits. He said that the road 


+ had been built and the rates put in 


for the purpose of developing the val- 
ley and that in similar’ situations 
eleewhere it usually takes from ten 
to twelve years f a railroad to get 
on a fair paying basis. 

It was announced that the commis- 
sion would issue an order Monday 
eutiining further information §re- 
quired from the railroad company, 
and at the same time a date would 
be fixed a resumption of the hearing. 
fhe railroad intends to attack the 
eomparison of rates and physical vul- 
sation offered in evidence by the com- 
piainants. 

The case was originally brought 
egainst the Southern Pacific and a 
branch line operated by the itville 
Interurban Railroed Company, but by 
consent yesterday the later company 
was stricken from the complaint. 

Allison Peck, manager of a dairy 
at Imperial, testified that it costs more 
to ship butter to Los Angeles by 
freight than is charged by the express 
company to bring this product from 
a point in the San Joaquin Valley 
equally distant from Los Angeles. 

. H. Edgar, a hardware merchant 
of Imperial, attacked the. rates 
Yardware and agricultural implements. 
He also said that the high freight 
rates tend to keep settlers away from 
the valley. 

One of the-rate comparisons. in- 
troduced by F. R. Gregson, traffic man- 
ager of the Associated Jobbers, was 
the rate from Sacramento to Huxley. 
Nev.; a distance of .226 miles, which 
is practically the distance between 
Los Angeles and Calexico in the Im- 
perial Valley. Yet'the average of the 
less-than-carload ‘rates from Sacra- 
mento to Huxley is.67% cents, com- 
pared with $1.05 from Los Angeles 
to Calexico. with the lAftter road easier 
to operate, because of the better 
grades. 

F. D. Howell, an engineer, estimated 
the value of the line between Los An- 

les and Calexico as $7,391.000—that 

his idea as to what it would cost 
ko reproduce the property. Howell 
valued the right-of-way land at from 
$70 to $100 an acre: 

The Imperial Valley shippers were 
represented by F. C. Farr of Impe 
and F. P. Gregson of Los Angeles. G. 
E. Squires appeared as attorney for 
the Southern Pacific. and was agsisted 
by H. A. Jones, freight traffic manager 
of the Pacific Coast system, and John 
G. Stubbs, general freight agent at 
Los Angeles. All three of the mem- 
bers of the State board attended the 
hearing. as also did Rate Expert H. 
H. Sanborn. They returned to Sap

URT’S RULING 
HELPS FRANKLIN. 


SECOND BRIBERY GHARGE MAY 
HAVE TO BE- DROPPED. 


The possible legal effect of a State 
Supreme Court decision just handed 
down alone can prevent Bert H. 
Franklin from undergoing a second 
preliminary examination on the 
charge of bribing a juror in the Me- 
Namara trial. Franklin, the former 
head of the Secret’ Service Bureau 
maintained by the McNamara defene#e, 
yesterday appeared before Justice 
Young for arraignment. The new 
complaint, which was filed by: Deputy 
District Attorney Ford, charges the 
defendant with offering a bribe to 
Robert F. Bain, one of the perma- 
ment jurors in the case. 

Franklin was represented by ex- 
Gov. Gage and LeCompte Davis. Dar- 
row was not present; nor has he been 
present at any of the pfocecdings 
against one of his trusted employees. 
In the matter of bail, Attorney Gago 


asked that the defendant be allewed | 


to go upon his ow recognizance. 


The lawyer said that $10,000 is al- 


ready up as cash baijl in the Lock- 
wood case. He maintained that 
there was ne disposition on the part 
of the defendant to make his escape 
and that the only function of bonds 
is to secure the attendance of persons 
charged with the commission of a 
crime. 

The Deputy District Attorney 
thought some bail should be required, 
but he was not prepared to suggest 
any specific sunt, e court d in 
view of the cash bail already in his 
hands he did not consider it neces- 
sary at the present time to require 
additional bonds. 

When the question of preliminary 
examination was’debated, Ford said 
the recent Supreme Court decision in 
a similar case might make some dif- 
ference in his plans. He asked for 
time fo read a copy of the full opin- 
ion. It is said the higher court has 
just held that a man cannot be con- 
vieted of bribery upon the testimony 
of accomplices. In the Bain case, the 
State relies mainly on the testimony 
of Bain-and his, wife: there is little 
additional evidence, except as proof 
of the alleged Lockwood _ bribery 
could be introduced to show the sys- 
tem under which the defendant sup- 
posedly worked. 

Gage said he was #0 anxious to 
expedite the second prelimina®#y that 
he was willing to stipulate that the 
testimony of Mr. and Mrs. Bain, given 
in the Lockwood case, be read into 
the record of the second preliminary. 
Ford would not consent to thig plan 
and asked for further time. 

Neither side wished to take any 
definite steps until the Supreme Court 
decision is thoroughly gone over. 
The dispatch.in regard to the decision 
would indicate that a bribe-taker is 
held to be equally culpable with the 
bribe-giver and thus his testimony tis 
invalidated to a certain extent. 

Gage offered to pay for a telexram 
to San Francisco, asking the. cierk of 
the Supreme Court to bhLurry i copy 
of the decision here at once. Ford 
refused the offer, saying tha: the) 
District Attorney had already made 
plans for securing a copy at once. 

Even if the result of the decision 
is to bar testimony of accomplices, 
such as Rain may be ass'imed to be. it 
ia not believed that the ruling sins 
affect the Lockwood case in any un- 
favorable way. 

The preliminary examination of 
Franklin on the charge of ribing 
Bain will be held at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning unless it is considered 
advisable to drop the complaint.

The ensuing period of foolish infancy 
for this product which the newspaper 
advertisements denominaie a comedy 
extended over two years or more. 
Then, one night about six weeks ago, 
caw Max Figman in “Mary Jane's 


tionery. That, I suppose, 


Pa” at the Majestic. Like a flash it 
hit me that here was my ‘Little Jo- 


ker’—and I lost little time in getting 


to his dressing-room and telling him 
so. Mr. Figman was booked to atart 


for New York the end of the week to’ 


produce new play there immedjate- 
ly. I saw that [I must work quickly 
to hold him, and so, adopting the very 
“tactics of the “Joker” himself, I told 
a little joke—and eaid I had two acts 
already written, and could rough out 
the other two by the end of the week. 


The time I. had to make good in was, 


less than five days. In that time I 
wrote a manuscript which, if printed 
in this newspaper, would fill about 
- fifty colymns. It is amusing to con- 
sider the manuscript Bn ft now stands 
-~—just about one-half the size of that 
firet ‘script—for 1 wrote just about 
twice as much as c@uld be squeezed 
into an evening at the theater. de- 
spite the fact that time was decidedly 
the @ssence of my job. 

Mr. Morosco and Mr. Figman fist- 
ened while I read the manuscript the 
following Sunday. The former laughed 
mime times during the reading, the 
latter twelve times. Max is a come- 
dian by profession, be it understood. 
Both men assured me it would be all 
right as it stood—were it translated 
into Chinese and produced by Orien- 
tals where the play continues for sev- 
eral weeks; but to adapt it for Eng- 
lish-speaking audiences with the cus- 
tomary yawn-time arriving at 
o'clock, whatever the merit of the play 
my ‘script must receive energetic 
treatment with a cleaver and an ax.
